Experts predict big Clinton win 


Bush’s campaign goal 
rests on last debates

WASHINGTON Halfway 
through the debates and three 
weeks from Election Day, many 
political analysts believe the presi- 
dential race is essentially over and 
Bill Clinton has won. 

GOP leaders across the country 
say it will take a bolt of lightning 
for President Bush to win and sug- 
gest his only shot may be to follow 
Vice President Dan Quayle’s lead 
and be more combative. 

“America has decided. It’s 
Clinton,” said Henry Graff, presi- 
dential historian at Columbia 
University. He cites trends in 
Gallup Polls going back to 1936 to 
bolster this assertion. 

On the eve of the second presiden- 
tial debate, GOP advisers seemed 
hard pressed to suggest what Bush 
could do to turn things around. 

The GOP party line, repeated 
Wednesday with different degrees 
of enthusiasm by Republicans: 
Bush should follow his vice presi- 
dent’s example and step up his 
attack on Clinton’s character and 
trustworthiness. 

In Tuesday’s vice presidential 
debate, Quayle repeatedly suggest- 
ed that Clinton was incapable of 
telling the truth. 

“If George Bush runs too combat- 
ive a campaign, he’s going to be 
seen as too negative and his own 
negatives are going to go up,” said 
Stuart Rothenberg, who publishes 
a non-partisan political newsletter. 

Clinton is so far ahead in the 
polls “he has reached the comfort 
level,” said Rothenberg. “We are

He noted that Ronald Reagan in 
1980 was down 4 points in mid- 
October, and 8 points in late 
October and came back to win. 

No one has come back from more 
than an 8-point deficit in the poll’s 
history, Newport said. 

In the famous 1948 election that 
Bush likes to cite as his own model 
of a come-from-behind victory, 
Harry Truman was just 5 points 
down in mid-October, Newport 
said. 

“Ts it possible for Bush to stage a 
comeback? It’s not out of the ques- 
tion that the gap could be closed, 
but it would be a new record,” 
Newport said. 

GOP pollster Ed Goeas said 
Quayle’s approach puts new focus 
on Clinton’s character and turns on 
“some light at the end of the tun- 
nel” when “it had looked like the 
lights were out.” 


Utah climbers lose battle with Everest

The Utahns on Everest expedi- 
tion, once with high hopes, was 
unable to achieve its goal of reach- 
ing the highest summit in the 
world, The team will return to Salt 
Lake City Saturday. 

In a faxed message sent from 
Kathmandu, the capital of Nepal, 
the remaining members of the 
Utah team described the harrow- 
ing details of their bid for the sum- 
mit of Mount Everest, 29,028 feet 
above sea level. 

On Sept. 27, Craig Bishop; a 
member of the Utah Natietal 
Guard, Stan Smith, a Salt Lake 
podiatrist, and two Sherpa guides 
made their bid. They began at 
“Camp Four,” at 24,000 feet. 

Keith Hooker, an emergency- 
room doctor at Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center, stayed at 
a lower elevation because he had 
been suffering from oxygen deple- 
tion. 

Bishop was unable to proceed to 
the fifth camp the team had estab- 
lished earlier because he was feel- 
ing ill. Stan Smith decided to pro- 
ceed with one of the guides to make 
the team’s bid for the summit. 

Smith and his guide climbed to 
the 25,000-foot level, where Camp 
Five was, to discover their tent half 
full of snow and the door ripped to 
shreds. After a sleepless night and 
bad weather, Smith, weakened 
from the ordeal, returned to lower 
elevations. There the team decided 
it was time to come home. 

Howard Chuntz, a Provo attorney 
and former team member who 
recently returned, said Smith must 
have had a terrifying experience 
the night before he returned from 
Camp Five. 

“There are various dangers to 
contend with on the mountain. We 
experienced wind gusts in excess of 
100 mph, and there were times 
when we wondered if our tent was 
going to stay on the ground,”

County residents oppose jail project 


The Utah County Commission heard opposing views concerning the 
proposed site for the new Utah County jail Wednesday in a public hear- 
ing. 

The proposed site is adjacent to the Spanish Fork-Springville airport in 
Spanish Fork. Clyde Naylor, a county engineer, said the county looked at 
more than 40 sites and narrowed these down to 23. 

“We believe this site is head-and-shoulders above the rest of the sites 
we looked at,” Naylor said. 

He said some of the advantages of the site are ample room for expan- 
sion, ideal land for construction, public ownership of the land and few 
residents within two miles of the site. 

Naylor said a disadvantage is the county might have to build a sewer 
pumping system. 

Palmyra resident Dennis Shimizu lives within two miles of the pro- 
posed site and said he and many residents are opposed to the project. 

“I think there will be an impact on property values in the area and ’m 
also concerned about the safety of the residents,” Shimizu said. 

Shimizu said he would not have purchased the land in Palmyra had he 
known the jail would be built there. 


Aftershocks topple buildings in Cairo 


CAIRO, Egypt — Aftershocks from a deadly earthquake jolted Cairo 
on Wednesday, toppling more apartment houses and sending thousands 
of residents of another hard-hit city into the streets in panic. 

The government said the death toll from Monday’s quake had reached 
more than 450, but there were no new casualties due to the collapsed 
buildings. 

Two aftershocks rippled through Cairo and the surrounding area. 
Ezzeddin M. Ibrahim, a government earthquake expert, said seismo- 
graphs registered one at dawn at 3.7 on the Richter scale and another 
measuring 3.6 six hours later. Officials at the government’s earthquake 
operations center refused to say how many buildings fell Wednesday. On 
a main street in downtown Cairo, police cordoned off an area surround- 
ing two damaged apartment houses. 


American, Frenchman win Nobel prizes 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden — An American won the Nobel Prize in chem- 
istry Wednesday for theories explaining such phenomena as how plants 
store energy from light, while a Frenchman won the physics award for 
an invention allowing a closer look into the heart of matter. 

Rudolph A. Marcus, 69, of the California Institute of Technology — a 
Canadian-born naturalized American — was honored for work involving 
the transfer of electrons between molecules. Georges Charpak, a Polish- 
born Frenchman, was cited for his development of elementary particle 
detectors. 

Both discoveries were made in the 1960s and are used by researchers 
worldwide. 

Charpak, 68, suspected a prank when the Royal Swedish Academy of 
Sciences called to say he had won the $1.2 million prize. Not until an 
academy member who had met Charpak took the phone and confirmed 
the prize was his did he believe it. 


Stockdale says he’s fit for V.P. job 


ATLANTA — James Stockdale conceded Wednesday he was “kind of 
out of it” during the vice presidential debate but said voters shouldn’t 
think that means he isn’t up to the job. 

Political analysts said his debate showing could only hurt Ross Perot’s 
against-all-odds presidential hopes. But one Republican strategist doubt- 
ed there would be any serious erosion in Perot’s modest standing in the 
polls, arguing that most of the Texan’s supporters realize he cannot win 
and are merely planning protest votes. 

In morning-after interviews, Stockdale attributed his sometimes uncer- 
tain or fumbling answers in Tuesday night’s debate to a matchup of an 
everyday citizen against two polished politicians with programmed 
answers to every question. 

The 68-year-old retired admiral and former prisoner of war also 
appeared determinedtosquash any concerns about his health that might 
have been raised by his debate performance. 

“I’m going to live another 20 years, at least,” Stockdale said. 

He was accompanied on the morning talk shows by’ his wife, Sybil, who 


defended him strongly. She said his hearing problem was from flying:jet:'

Harrington 
slams Orton’s

Titled “The Celestial Lottery,” the ad 
depicts the Salt Lake Temple as a giant 
slot machine. The ad claims that tithing 
is essentially a wagering of 10 percent of 
your income “on the proposition that you 
belong to the only true church.” Since 


4,.titHing is tax deductible, Utahns (says 


he'ad), are essentially subsidizing the 
Church, creating a “revenue shortfall 
which must be made up through general- 
ly higher taxes.” Then: 

“Those of us who help keep the school 
system from sinking into a sea of kids by 
paying “sin taxes” .. . shouldn’t have to 
subsidize The Church, too. Besides, if The 
Bretheren are going to dictate politics in 
Utah, shouldn’t The Church at least get 

~ off the public dole first?” 

Whew. Harsh stuff. I’d even be bothered 
by it if it made sense. 

Whether or not their complaint about 
high taxes holds water, Jefferson’s Wall 


seems to have forgotton that everyone in 
Utah pays taxes. Just because someone 
who donates 10 percent of her income to 
a cause can deduct part of that donation 
from her taxes doesn’t change the fact 
that she’s just given away a large portion 
of her salary. And she has to pay taxes on 
top of that — and if taxes must be raised 
to make up for that which her deduction 
took from the state, she’ll pay higher 
taxes along with everyone else. The 
Church isn’t subsidized in Utah; the 
state (its schools, its roads) is... and it 
just so happens that this state has a lot 
of members of the Church in it. What are 
you going to do — make us move? Or is 
the answer to forbid limited state com- 
pensation for religious devotion? If so, 
you can kiss contribution-dependent 
charities like the United Way goodbye. 
The issue isn’t taxes and donations — 
the problem for Jefferson’s Wall is who 
receives those donations. They don’t like 
ithe positions of thei@hutch, and.they 


don’t like how those positions*are reflect}~" 


ed in legislation. They no doubt believe a 
church shouldn’t involve itself in politics. 
But there’s a problem with that — 
everything, you see, is political. When 
our Church says “We take no stand on 
this issue,” that is a political stand — one 
of non-concern, which can be reflected in 
legislation and opinion. Those who think 
the Church “dictates politics in Utah” 
ought to recognize that someone is 
always trying to direct the public agenda 
(Jefferson’s Wall certainly is), and should 
simply take on the arguments the 
Church makes directly, rather than say-

ing the “wall” between church and state 
is coming down. 

We are too cautious in our politics. Yes, 
politics means confusion, contradiction 
and compromise. But what’s wrong with 
that? I suspect the decisions we make are 
often informed by God, but more often by 
our common sense. Does that mean that 
the Church needn’t be monolithic in its 
politics? Exactly. Senator Jake Garn was 
one of the MX missile’s biggest support- 
ers when the Church first opposed it; 
Representative Wayne Owens couldn’t 
reconcile himself with the Church’s stand 
against the ERA. Nor is the Church’s 
track record a monolithic success: Utah 
voted to repeal the Prohibition in 1933, 
much to President Heber J. Grant’s cha- 
grin. 

Generally speaking, I think the Church 
has picked its battles well. I agree with 
the Church on gambling, though I have 
member friends who don’t. That’s fine; 
that’s politics. If the LDS Church ever set 
the’ political agenda 86 that’ opposition 
was impossible, I would be the first to 
scream, “Constitutional violation!” But 
all I see is an organization working 
democratically to shape state policy. If 
Jefferson’s Wall thinks the Church is 
doing more than that, they should say so, 
instead of pushing paranoia. 

I'd probably be concerned about my pol- 
itics if I happened to live alongside mil- 
lions of people I didn’t agree with — but 
I'd like to believe that I could stay on 
topic, instead of trying to scare people 
away from voting and donating in a way 
they have every right to do.

Effective April 1992, the BYU 
Lamanite/Multicultural Tuition Award 
was not available to new freshmen and 
sophomores from Latin American coun- 
tries (non-US residents/citizens). 

Like many other students from Mexico, 
Central and South America, I feel that the 
decision to discontinue funding the Latin 
students is unfair. During a meeting, Rush 
Sumpter, director of Student Leadership 
Development, explained that The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints is 
already helping Latin American students 
by reducing the cost of their tuition by 
about 70 percent. But, the 70 percent 
reduction over the total cost to attend this 
university is extended to every LDS stu- 
dent and not only to people from Latin 
America. Also, at BYU, all students who 
are qualified can receive all kinds of acade- 
mic and fellowship awards. The fact is that 
there are very few people from Latin 
America competing for a 3.9 or 4.00 GPA 
in order to get academic awards, and there 
are others who are just not eligible for fel- 
lowship or need-based scholarships 
because of their non-U.S. citizen status. 
Now, to make things worse, they cut off 
the few funds for students from Latin 
American countries. 

The LDS Church is an international 
institution, and all of its membership 
deserve the same treatment anywhere in 
the world.

Dave Wilson, a forester for the 
Vernal District, said, “We need to 
pass on as much information as 
possible to preserve what we have 
and educate the public and the 
agency. This information is not just 
for us, but for future generations. 
Lose this information, you lose the 
history of man.” 

Loosle led a U.S. Forest Service 
archaeological expedition that dis- 
covered the first diagnostic arti- 
facts, in the High inta 
Wilderness that may help identify 
the arrival of the area’s earliest 
visitors. 

The expedition included trained 
archaeologists, para-professionals 
and volunteers. 

Loosle said the Forest Service 
takes employees who have a strong 
interest in cultural resources and 
sends them to a 40-hour training 
course. They receive instruction on 
recognizing artifacts, information 
on the culture of people within the 
forest area, practical field experi- 
ence and how to fill out the neces- 
sary forms to record archaeological 
information.

BYU professors are making 
strides in protecting the environ-

IPM is being used at the BYU 
orchards in Spanish Fork and the 
horticulture gardens on campus, 
Walser said. 

Earl Albee, farm manager at the 
BYU farm in Spanish Fork, said 
IPM techniques like mating disrup- 
tion, crop rotation and pest devel- 
opment monitoring are being used 
in the orchards and fields. 

These techniques are less harm- 
ful to wildlife and farm workers, 
Walser said. 

BYU professors are testing new 
techniques to use with IPM for the 
companies that develop them, 
Walser said ¢\(); 1649 

Walser said pheromones, chemi- 
cals emitted by insects to communi- 
cate, are being artificially produced 
and emitted into the orchards to 
disrupt mating communication and 
behavior. Consep Membranes, a 
development company from Bend, 
Ore., that created this mating dis- 
ruption technique, provides BYU 
with the materials to test its effec- 
tiveness. 5 

Walser said this technique has 
been successful in controlling the 
population of codling moths at the 
BYU orchards in Spanish Fork. 

Gary Booth, professor of zoology, 
said he has received grants to test 
pesticides to be used with IPM. 

Walser said the two main reasons 
for using IPM are concern for the 
environment and for economic sav- 
ings. Pesticides cost about $30 an 
acre per application, Walser said. 
Some crops require ten applica- 
tions a year, he said. 

Booth said, “IPM is the only thing 
that is going to save us in the

“Resistance is the biggest draw- 
back to pesticide use,” he said. 

Pesticides become less effective 
after each application because the 
insects build a resistance, Booth 
said. After a pesticide application, 
those insects genetically resistant 
to the poison survive and breed 
insects that are also resistant.

Western Athletic Conference 
women’s volleyball is among the 
finest in the nation. 

The WAC, which is in its third 
season of volleyball competition, 
has already showcased some of the 
top non-league matches in the 
nation. BYU alone has hosted top- 
ranked UCLA, second-ranked 
Stanford and No. 7 Florida. 

BYU won the WAC in the confer- 
ence’s inaugural season, when the 
WAC proved to be a national force. 
It finished 1990 as the nation’s top 
conference in the American 
Volleyball Coaches Association 
Ratings Power Index. 

The RPI figures the rankings by 
using win-loss records and consid- 
ering the strength of teams played. 

In 1991 the WAC finished third in 
the final RPI poll, with only the 
Pacific-10 and Big West finishing 
higher.

Poll while a fourth received votes. 
BYU led the pack at No. 7 while 
reigning league champ New Mexico 
was 11th. Fresno State, who left 
the Big West and joined the WAC 
this season, was 21st. San Diego 
State also received votes. 

Presently, BYU is ranked No. 9 
and New Mexico is 13th while 
Colorado State and Fresno State 
round out the poll at No. 24 and 
No. 25 respectively. Wyoming, 
ranked 23rd last week, received 
votes. 

The Pac-10 has UCLA (No. 1), 
Stanford (No.2) and Southern Cal 
(No. 6). BYU head volleyball coach

Hanson receives 
only 21 percent while Leavitt main- 
tains the lead with 41 percent sup- 


port. 

Cook said this campaign is differ- 
ent than his previous races because 
“people are more aware.” 

“It was rather new to run for an 
independent party four years ago, 
but now it is more common, and 
more people understand the rea- 
sons why I can talk about issues 
freer than the other parties,” Cook 
said. “Being an independent, I have 
the freedom to be totally for the 
people’s interest and not the norm 
of a party’s interest. I am the can- 
didate apart from the two majority 
parties who tell you what and how 
to believe.” 

Cook said he has been leading the 
Independent movement in Utah for 
four years. He said the reason Ross 
Perot, the Independent candidate 
for U.S. President, was so popular 
in Utah was because he set the 
groundwork for his success. He 
said he doesn’t need Perot’s 
endorsement to obtain success, 
however. 

Concerning endorsements, when 
asked if Cook has any political 
opinion leaders supporting him, 
Cook responded in an affirmative, 
but said his campaign was not 
based on endorsements. 

Scruggs said, “Until Cook demon- 
strates the ability to win over opin- 
ion leaders’ support, he will not do 
well in elections.”

teams are in the PAC-10. But if 
you look down through the bottom 
of the conference, we are in the top 
one or two. We have to be up 
there.” 

“The Pac-10 is three-deep,” 
Shannan Skidmore, a senior out- 
side hitter, said. “They have three 
in the top ten, and after that, 
nobody. They have one tough road 
trip and then nothing. The WAC is 
tough because it is more central- 
ized. There are a lot of teams who 
scrap and play their guts out. 
Overall, we are the toughest con- 


ference through and through.” 

Early in the preseason, Michaelis 
said, “I’d be surprised if anyone 
went undefeated in WAC play.” 

Thus far, BYU (12-3, 3-0) and 
Fresno State (8-6, 3-0) are the only 
two undefeated teams left in con- 
ference play. After Saturday’s 7:30 
p.m. showdown in the Smith 
Fieldhouse, only one will remain. 

The RPI conference rankings for 
1992 won’t come out until after the 
season ends, so until then the WAC 
and the Pac-10 will fight it out for 
boasting rights. 
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
